Washington, Magch 21.—()—The 
story of alleged wholesale cotton mar- 
ket rigging, leading up.to the price 
smash of 1927, which took Arthur R. 
Marsh, New York broker, four days 
to unfold before a senate inquiry com- 
mittee, wound up today with wto 
points he has made flatly shallenged 
by cotton dealers or firms he has 
named incidentally. 

Marsh continued, even today, how- 
ever, to enlarge on the accusations he 
has already made against William L. 
Clayton, head of the cotton trading 
firm of Anderson Clayton & Com- 
pany of Houston, Texas. 

Makes New Charges. 

Supplementing charges of market 
manipulation, violation of anti-trust 
laws and world-wide propaganda, dis- 
torted price relations, he implied and 
all but directly accused the Texas firm 
of controlling a Iprge enough part of 
the voting strength of the New York 
cotton exchange membership to “veto” 
any action on change of rules it dis- 
approved. . 

On his fifth day before the com- 
mittee Marsh was under question by 
committee members and Representa- 
tives Rankin, of Mississippi, and Vin- 
son, of Georgia, who are associated 
in pressing his allegations of market 
manipulation. 

Case Is Developed. 

It was under Rankin’s questioning, 

with Joseph Gilbert, Marsh's attorney, 


at the elbow of the Missippian and 
apparently prompting from time to 
time, that the new charges as to con- 
_ trol of the New York exchange itself 
-were Geveloped. That control, Marsh 
said, had prevented limiting future 
trankactions by any one firm in one 
month to 250, bales. 

Tomorrow the New York broker will 
face the cross-fire of David H. Mil- 
ler, Clayton’s lawyer. Up to now, 
Miller has intervened only to note an 
occasional denial of a specific accusa- 
tion against his client. He indicated 
to Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
committee chairman, however, that his 
cross-examination would be most 
searching. 

Turn on Denials. 

Part of it will turn on one of the 
denials of Marsh’s testimony telegraph- 
ed to the committee today by A. H. 
Haywood, member of the New Or- 
leans cotton exchange. Haywood em- 
phatically declared he had not. receiv- 
ed from a representative of Clayton 
advance telegraphic notice of the Sep- 
tember cotton price trend statement 
issued by the department of agricul- 
ture and which figures prominently in 
the committee’s exploration of cquses 
of the 1927 cotton slump. 

Miller entered a denial that such a 
message had been sent at the time 
Marsh made his declaration, stating 
he proposed to prove it was a baseless 
rumor. The committee attached great 
significance to the implication that 
Clayton was in touch with some source 
inside the. department of agriculture 
and decided by vote today to go to 
the bottom of this aspect of the hear- 
ings without delay. 

Names Two Brokers. 

Marsh, hammered by Senator Rans- 
dell, democrat, of Louisiana, to whom 
Haywood'’s message was addressed, 
finally named two New York brokers, 
J. W. Day and W. P. Jenks, as his 
informants, adding that it was a mat- 
ter of common belief “in the cotton 
trade.” that such a communication 
had has transmitted by a Clayton 
agen | 
The second denial was that of 
Cooper and Griffin, South Carolina 
cotton dealers, whose names were pre- 
sented by Marsh this week in illus- 
trating his account of Anderson Clay- 
ton transactions and their effect in 
virtually destroying competitors of the 
Houston firm.

Washington, March 21.—(P)— 
Chairman Nye of the Teapot Dome 
committee tonight received a telegram 
from former Interior Secretary Al- 
bert B. Fall saying that he would 
prefer to give his testimony on the 
leasing of the naval oil reserves in 
court rather than before the commit- 
tee. 


El Paso, Texas, March 21.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Albert B. Fall wants to 
tell his story of the Teapot Dome, 
but he indicated tonight that he 
might make his statements only to 
the court which is to try him and 
Harry F. Sinclair on conspiracy 
charges. 

Informed that representatives of 
the Teapot Dome senate committee 
would come to El Paso to take his 
testimony if he would receive them 
Fall said: 

“I think the court has first call 
on my testimony.” 

Besieged with telegrams and tele- 
phone calls of inquiry, Fall said that 
he could not talk further concerning 
his decision to “tell all,” a develop- 
ment: that. created one { the greatest 
of Teapot Dome sensations. 

“I don’t want to get in contempt 
of court by making any comment,” 
he said, . 

Fall is scheduled to be retried with 
Sinclair in Washington April 2, but 
feels that his weakened physical 
condition will not permit his presence, 
It was this weakness and his belief 
that he had only six or seven months 
to live. that prompted his decision 
to tell his whole story of the oil deals,’ 


} Fall said. 


The former cabinet member, in 
proferring his testimony, said that it 
could be used in deposition form if

Fall’g testimony in the formér’s trial] 
it could be gained in that way, Fall 
said.

MOVE 10 OUTLAW 


Greenville, S. C., Mareh 21.— 
(United News.)—The Apollo Belve- 
dere may be the most beautiful male 
statue on record but he must wear 
pants if he stays in Greenville. 

A meeting called in the interest 
of the Community Chest today almost 
broke up when J. D. Gilbert, a life 
insurance agent, introduced a resolu- 
tion objecting to the cestume, or lack 
of costume, of the new arrival in the 
Greenville art museum. 

Gilbert didn’t ask for a pair of 
pants for the replica of the famous 
statue. He asked that it be removed, 
but officials of the Lions club, which 
sponsored the museum, hastily assured 
him Apollo would. have something 
about the middle. 

“It may be due to ignorance on my 
part or lack of education in things 
pertaining to art,” Gilbert said at 
the meeting, “but however this may 
be, I would like to offer the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“‘Inasmuch as the sensibility of 
those who attended the meeting in 
our library hall last night was deeply 
offended by the display of so-called 
art there, I move that this body of 


men now employed in an effort to 


safeguard the moral as well as the 
physica] life of our community go on 
record as being opposed to any such 
display in our public hall. 

“*And, furthermore, that the par- 
ties responsible for placing this dis- 
play there be requested to remove it 
at once.’ | 

Dr. G. W. Quick, Baptist minister, 
succeeded in quieting the meeting un- 
til the Community: Chest was gotten 
out of the way, and then the busi- 
ness men returned to Apollo. 

Dr. T. W. Sloan, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church and presi- 
dent of the museum which contains 
the objectionable male figure, defend- 
ed its presence in Greenville, but 
consented to drape it some way so 
the public could appear unblushingly 
in its presence. .

Apology Is Demanded From 
Governor Fuller for Slur 
Against Army. 


Boston, March 21.—(United News.) 
The Mexican government today de- 
manded an apology from Governor 
Alvan T. Fuller for an alleged slur 
said to have been cast on that nation 
during a controversy between a for- 
mer state official and the secretary 


to the governor. 
- An alleged. reference to Frank A. 
Goodwin, deposed registrar of motor 
vehicles, as a “Mexican general’ by 
Herman A. MacDonald, the secre- 
tary, caused the southern republic to 
enter a purely personal dispute. 
Through R. G. Dominguez, Mexi- 
can consul here, letters haye been 
sent to Governor Fuller, Secretary of 
State Frank B. Kellegg, and the Mex- 
ican ambassador at Washington, so 


Dominguez, who has _ exchanged 
communications with MacDonald, be- 
lieves that a formal apology should 
come from Governor Fuller and re- 
fuses to treat with anyone else., 

In his letter to Fuller, Dominguez 
_protested the use of the “offensive 
phrase” and requested the governor 
to eall the attention of the secretary 
to the matter. 

“ Goodwin, in a note to the Mexican 
consul, declared the appelation re- 
ferred to. the “guerilla generals in 
Mexico who for many years have in- 
fested that country to its detriment.” 
In no way, he said, was any reflec- 
tion intended upen the genuine Mex- 
ican generals who served.their covn- 
try with “ability and valor.”’

Blackmer, former chairman of the 
board of the Midwest Oil company, 
was subpoenaed as a government wit- 
ness in the trinl of Harry F. Sinclair 
and Albert B. Fall, charged with hav- 
ing conspired. to defraud the govern- 
ment in the lease of the Teapot Dome 
Naval Oil reserve. The oil man, who; 
with Sinclair and others, guaranteed a 
contract ‘whereby the’ Continental 
Trading company purchased 33,000,000 
barrels of oil from the late <A. E. Hum- 
phreys, of Denver, was wanted to 
tell what he knew of Liberty bond 
payments which the government al- 
leges Sinclair made to Fall after the 
interior had 


“It appears clear,” said Justice Sid- 
dons, “that the allegiance of a citi- 
zen of the United States, though actu- 
ally living in a foreign juris@iction, 
includes the duty of obedience to the 
laws of the sovereignty to which the 
allegiance is due. Indeed, without 
such obedience allegiance would be 
but an empty name.’

testify concerning matters under in-

lowing paragraph: 

“‘T want the public to know. my 
story. I want to tell the whole story 
and not just part of it. I will make 
no objection to giving an answer to 
any question the government may care 
to ask me.’ 

“A subcommittee will proceed . to 
El Paso at once to take your testi- 
mony if you are ready: and willing to 
testify. Please wire collect.” 

The telegram was signed by Sena- 
tor Nye, of North Dakota, chairman 
of the committee, who with Nenator 
Walsh, democrat, Montana, would 
compose the subcommittee.

The 
saving in outside lease expenses will 
demonstrate the financial wisdom of 
a $5,000,000 appropriation at least.

The Moslems of Palestine have lift- 
}ed the ban on Abraham's tomb. Since 
the days of the crusades the tomb of 
the patriarch with the cenotaphs of 
Isaac atid Jacob nearby, have remain- 
ed in an area forbidden to Jews and 
Christians. The cenotaphs of Isaac 
and Rebecca are inside a mosque, orig- 
inally a Christian temple, erected by 
the crusaders. When I visited Hebron

This high blood pressure that seems 
to be so popular is to the best of 
my knowledge just Billings complaint. 
Josh Billings was no doctor, yet he 
made a wise diagnésis when he said: 
“The trouble with a lot of the plain 
people is they know so much which 
ain't so.” ? 

Who started. this high blood prssure 
fad, I wonder? Well, that’s hard to 
determine now. But I have a pretty 
good idea as to who keeps the fad 
going, and I hope you will credit me 


with benevolence and not sarcasm or! to perfect their flying machine: 


something when I tell you my idea. I 
tell it

You ean actually sit down’ with a 
man like President Kalinin, the lit- 
tle peasant father of Russia, and per- 
haps its kin@liest and most- loving 
advisor, or Georges Tchicherin, its 
foreign minister, or Stalin, the secre- 
tary. of the communist central com- 
mittee, and you feel that you are talk- 
ing not with ‘a politician or ‘an of- 
ficial as such, or to an individual 
who for one reason or another. in con- 
nection with his official or political 
position must talk in a certain way, 
or say thus and so, but with a man 
or ‘a woman, officially powerful and 
active, who is deeply in his own emo- 
tions and reason convinced not only of 
the importance but the actual neces- 
sity of all he says and does. 

No Rich, No Poor. 

Still another fact I harvested in 
Russia, and which I will never for- 
get, is this, that via communism, or 
this collective or paternalistic care of

Right here is a 
serious flaw in much of the popular 
health or medical literature of the 
day; it is written by perhaps brilliant 
literary men, fine writers, but never- 
theless men with little or no experi- 
ence in the practice of medicine or 
health. Such authors get out the stuff 
about high blood pressure. 

I suppose it is quite necessary for 
me to say clearly that I do not intend 
to imply that blood pressure is never 
high or too high. What I do mean 
to tell the earnest seeker for health 
is just this: I: is silly for any pa- 
tient or valetudinarian to give his 
blood pressure a single thought. It is 
silly to trifle with any kind of diet, 
treatment or regimen purporting to 
have any particular effect on blood 
pressure. One should leave considera- 
tion of such things as blood pressure, 
basal metabolism, blood chemistry and 
the like, entirely to the physician. I

When Jim Jeffries; some twenty- 
five years ago, scanned the horizon 
for a challenger who could help build 
up a good gate, he peered around 
for a year or two, without any luck, 
and retired.

Defeat. 


Dear reader steel yourself, pull out 
an extra handkerchief and prepare to 
weep bitter and briny. tears, for it 
has come to pass that William T.

Steady Tennis. 


The defeat of Tilden at the hands 
of young Hennessy can be summed up 
briefly by stating that Hennessy 
played the steadier tennis. Nothing 
of the brilliant variety that Big Bill 
cut loose on occasions, for there were 
times this afternoon during these five 
sets when Tilden played a brand of 
tennis that would haye beaten any 
one walking a court in this or any 
other generation, but sound orthodor 
tennis that took a mighty variety to 
repel. There was a lack of sustained 
effort on Tilden’s part. All too fre. 
quently he would follow some daz- 
zling shot with an error on a com- 
paratively easy chance. In fact most 
of the errors made by Big Bill were 
on easy shots rather than on the fure- 
ing variety. 

In justice to Tilden, it might be 
well to mention that this was his first 
hard match of fhe year out of doors 
and that Hennessy has two tourna- 
ments under his belt. But the fact re- 
mains that Hennessy played great ten- 
nis. The best, according to him when 
seem in the locker room a few min- 
utes after the match, he has ever 
played in his life. This victory should 
cinch a place for the Indianapolis man 
on the team unless he slumps badly in 
some later match. 


Bothered. 


The Hennessy-Tilden encounter not 
only provided a setting which enabled 
Big Bill to miss many easy shots, but 
also provided an opoprtunity for the 
tall Philadelphian to flaunt several 
memorable bits of temperament. There 
were several occasions when the de- 
cisions of the linemen failed to meet 
with the approval of the No. 1 rank- 
ing player of this country. The vo- 
cal outpourinmgs of certain ebony hued 
caddies assembled at the back of the 
court also added no little to the dis- 
comfort of Mr. Tilden. 

These factors seemed to worry him 
the most immediately after the start 
of the fourth set. He was off to 
brilliant start by breaking through 
Hennessy’s serve in this set and 
was headed to win his own when 
the youthful Ethiopians contributed 
their loudest vocal detonations.

Tuberculosis glands in the neck and 
elsewhere usually come from drinking 
milk from cows that have tuberculo- 
sis. While pasteurizing and boiling 
milk will kill the germs, tuberculous 
cows should not be in use, and when 
what is known as the accredited herd 
plan is universal, tuberculosis from 
this source will be eradicated. Many 
states now have this accredited herd 
plan. (The federal and state authori- 
ties cooperate with the dairymen; they 
slaughter all cows that bave tubereu- 
losis and reimburse them for it.) 


Tuberculosis glands are not pain- 
ful, and sometimes they will seem to
